Hamilton-Wentworth District Health Council Annual Report 1996 -1997 


The Hamilton-Wentworth District Health Council (HWDHC) is a 

community-based advisory body to the Ontario Minister of Health. 

Its mission is to advocate for and promote a responsive, accessible, 

and cost effective health care system. Bill 173 describes the four 

main functions of district health councils: 

e to advise the Minister on health needs and other health matters in 
the council’s geographic areas 

e to make recommendations on the allocation of resources to meet- 
ing health needs in the council’s geographic area 

e to make plans for the development and implementation of a bal- 
anced and integrated health care system in the council’s geo- 
graphic area 

e to perform any other duties assigned to it under this or any other 
Act or by the Minister. 


Council members are volunteers who are appointed by the Minister 
of Health through an Order-in-Council. Eight members are health 
care consumers, eight are health care providers and three represent 
the Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Government. 


The HWDHC is committed to developing an equitable and workable 
partnership between the public and health care providers. Its goal is 
to plan and co-ordinate health services that will support, maintain, 
and enhance the health of the community. 
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Message from the Chair 


I have had the privilege and challenge of serving as Chair of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
District Health Council (HWDHC) at a time when the health care system is changing dra- 
matically and quickly. We have developed excellent health care services but they are ex- 
tremely costly, and we are all being asked to work more efficiently and to find better 
ways to provide the same or better quality care. 


I am pleased to report that our community is not waiting for change to be forced upon it, 
but has been actively involved in trying to shape and develop the kind of health care sys- 
tem we want and need. During 1995/96, Council worked intensively on its Comprehen- 
sive Health Care Plan (CHCP), a new “blueprint” for our health care system. More than 
700 community members were directly involved 1n developing the plan, which ts de- 
signed to help Hamilton-Wentworth develop: 
an integrated system of health programs and services that: helps people to maintain 
or improve their health; responds effectively when people get sick or have an 
accident; supports those who need ongoing care; and delivers the right service in 
the right place at the right time and at the right cost. 


To achieve that integrated system, the plan recommended that Hamilton- Wentworth: 

e strengthen primary care (i.e., the services people receive from their family physicians, 
health service organizations and community health centres) 

e enhance long-term care (i.e., the programs and services, such as nursing and therapies, 
meals, homemaking, transportation and volunteer visiting, required by people who be- 
cause of age, injury or disability need ongoing care and support) 

e maintain appropriate levels of acute or hospital-based care. 


In May 1996, we submitted the Comprehensive Health Care Plan to the Minister of 
Health and, over the past year, the plan has guided and directed our work. For example, 
during 1996/97 we took the first steps in developing an integrated health system and 
strengthening primary care. We also joined with stakeholders in children’s services to 
work toward ensuring all children and youth enjoy health and well-being in a community 
free of violence, abuse, disease and inequality. Council is identifying opportunities to in- 
tegrate health promotion into all its planning activities. In addition, Council has begun to 
develop some of the “tools” it will need to support an integrated system, such as informa- 
tion systems and the means to monitor and evaluate the changes being made in the health 
system. 


Throughout the year, Council has also continued to fulfill its ongoing planning tasks, 
such as the annual review of hospital operating plans. In response to requests from the 
Ministry of Health, we developed a multi-year plan for long-term care, a proposed design 
for a mental health system and a plan to improve speech and language services for chil- 
dren. In all these initiatives, we are working to ensure that our recommendations are con- 
sistent with the goals of the CHCP. 


The CHCP was Hamilton-Wentworth’s response to the Ministry of Health’s request for 
advice on restructuring hospital services. But it went far beyond that and recommended 
ways to organize, strengthen and manage the entire health system. The CHCP, along with 
a summary report of our primary activities that Council prepared this year, was submitted 
to the Health Services Restructuring Commission (HSRC), an independent body estab- 
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lished by the Ontario government to make decisions about hospital restructuring and on 
other aspects of the health care system. The Commission will use the CHCP, our sum- 
mary report and submissions from other health organizations in the community, as well 
as interviews with people in the community and its own analyses to decide the future of 
our health services. Whatever the outcome, we believe this community has done an excel- 
lent job of making the case for the kind of health care system we want in Hamilton- 
Wentworth. 


The next year will be extremely demanding and challenging for both Council and staff. 
The Health Services Restructuring Commission will soon make its decisions about hospi- 
tal configuration in our community. Primary care reform is pending. The investment in 
community-based services is not keeping pace with hospital restructuring, and commu- 
nity organizations fear the quality and accessibility of their services will deteriorate. Pro- 
posed changes in the funding for public health may have implications for all public health 
programs. Change, however desirable, will have an impact on individual and community 
health, and comes at a cost. Jobs will be lost, lives disrupted and people displaced. 


In this environment of rapid change and reform, Council will continue to work to involve 
the people of Hamilton- Wentworth in planning health services that respond to the com- 
munity’s health needs, build on the community’s capacity and will sustain the health care 
system now and into the future. 


I would like to thank the Council members and staff for their commitment during a very 
busy and taxing year. Council members were conscientious and gave generously of their 
time and expertise to make decisions in the interest of the public and community. Staff 
managed to balance the extensive demands on their time and handled their work profes- 
sionally. I particularly want to thank Susan Goodman and Marion Emo for their support 
and assistance to me as Chair of Council. I look forward to working with staff and Coun- 


cil over the next year.

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Message from the Executive Director 


Hamilton-Wentworth’s Comprehensive Health Care Plan offers us a new way of looking 
at health and health services, as well as a new way to manage and govern the system, and 
ensure that our health services are comprehensive, responsive and accountable. As the 
health system changes, the organizations that plan and deliver health services must also 
change. It is important for all of us to assess critically our skills and abilities, the way we 
work, and the role we should play in a health care system designed to deliver the right 
service in the right place at the right time and at the right cost. 


During 1996/97, the members of Council took a hard look at how we do business and 
how to make better use of members’ skills, knowledge and time. Based on a survey of 
members, we decided Council needed to: 

e develop more effective communication strategies to help citizens and health care 
providers in Hamilton-Wentworth understand the role of the HWDHC and the goals of 
the CHCP, and prepare for the coming changes in the health system 

e revise the orientation program for newly appointed members to ensure they will be 
knowledgeable about all aspects of DHC programs, health policy and the budget proc- 
eSs 

e change the structure and agenda for Council meetings to allow more time for members 
to discuss and debate policy issues. 


As part of our new effort to communicate with the community, the Chair of Council, our 
Executive Director who is now on a secondment to the Ministry of Health, and I met with 
the local municipal, regional and provincial politicians and the Board Chairs and Chief 
Executive Officers of the Academic Health Care Network. We also made presentations to 
municipal councils. In addition, many of Council’s committees and working groups have 
developed outreach strategies to improve communication with the public and the health 
providers. For example, the Integrated Systems Working Group has met and consulted 
with key people and groups in the community, and surveyed more than 200 people. 


We are also trying something new with our annual report. Instead of simply listing the 
various DHC committees and what they do, we are highlighting a few of our key activi- 
ties. We hope that this year’s report will help people understand what the HWDHC does 
and how our work affects the community’s health and well-being. Over time, we hope 
that the DHC Annual Report will evolve into a report card on the status of the health sys- 
tem and the community’s comprehensive health care plan. 


Council is more effective when it works closely with the community. During the past 
year, Council has continued to participate with community stakeholders in several col- 
laborative initiatives or projects. For example: 

e to develop the Hamilton-Wentworth Profile on Children and Youth, the HWDHC 
worked with interested people and organizations to identify indicators we can use to 
monitor the health and well-being of our children and youth 

e the HWDHC has been working closely with other district health councils (DHCs), the 
public health units in the region and the Central West Health Planning Information 
Network (CWHPIN) to develop strategies to monitor and evaluate change ‘n the health 
system 

e the Faculty of Health Sciences, the Department of Public Health, Family Medicine and 
the HWDHC are working collaboratively to advocate for primary care. 
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What about the future? At this stage in its history, the Hamilton-Wentworth District 
Health Council, like all parts of the health system, is coping with the impact of reform 


and restructuring. In January 1997, 
the Government Task Force on 
Agencies, Boards and Commissions 
reaffirmed DHCs’ roles and recom- 
mended that they be restructured to 
‘ensure a broader and more consis- 
tent approach 1s taken regionally and 
across a range of health services.” 
The restructuring of DHCs is de- 
signed to strengthen their ability to 
plan and coordinate health services. 


In the last few months, the HWDHC 
collaborated with other DHCs in the 
Central West Region to develop a 
submission on DHC restructuring. 
The Ministry of Health will review 
all the proposals and options, such as 
amalgamating some DHCs or rede- 
fining geographic planning bounda- 
ries. In a few months time, the 
number and structure of DHCs may 
change, but they will continue to ful- 
fill their role as health planning or- 
ganizations. 


The HWDHC has long recognized 
the value of regional planning, and 
has played an active part in Central 
West planning initiatives, and a num- 
ber of regional planning projects are 
based in our offices. During 
1996/97, the Regional Trauma Net- 
work developed ways to improve 
communication between the lead 
trauma hospitals and all Central 
West community hospitals. This will 
mean that hospitals receive consis- 
tent, accurate information, and emer- 
gency patients receive better care. 


With the reforms underway in the 
health system, changes in one sector 
will inevitably have an effect on 
other sectors, and the ability to plan 
and adjust, both locally and region- 
ally, becomes increasingly impor- 
tant. For example, the reduction in 


Acknowledging Community Partners 


The Hamilton-Wentworth District Health Council would 
like to acknowledge and applaud a few of the organiza- 
tions involved in exciting, innovative initiatives in 1996/97 
designed to strengthen our health care system: 


The Hamilton Urban Core Community Health Centre 
is developing a permanent home in the former Hamilton 
bus depot, making a range of health services available in 
the downtown core. 


The Addiction Services Group, as an outcome of their 
system design, is working to build stronger links between 
mental health service providers and substance abuse serv- 
ices providers. 


The Francophone community health centre, Centre de 
Santé et Services Communautaires, moved to a new loca- 
tion and is developing a range of services including social 
work, nursing, health promotion, nutrition, and assault pre- 
vention. 


HappIN, an integrated health information network project 
designed to provide secure and effective communication 
and information-sharing capabilities for the Hamiiton- 
Wentworth health care system, is establishing an interim 
board of directors. 


The Coalition of Community Health and Support Serv- 
ices is celebrating 15 years of successes, including work- 
ing collaboratively to plan and deliver services to meet the 
needs of seniors and people with disabilities or special 
needs. 


Family Medicine Hamilton Wentworth, an exciting in- 
itiative led by the Departments of Family Medicine, is 
working to integrate primary care with other sectors of the 
health care system. 


The voluntary merger of Chedoke-McMaster Hospitals 
and the Hamilton Civic Hospitals into the Hamilton 
Health Sciences Corporation was a bold move designed 
to make the delivery of hospital-based care in our commu- 
nity more effective and efficient. 


The COAST project, developed by providers in the com- 
munity and supported by St. Joseph’s Hospital, is offering 
mobile community mental health services and supports to 
people in crisis. 
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hospital beds and the shift to shorter stays has placed increasing pressure on community 
services, including the elective patient transfer system provided by ambulance services. 
About 40% of ambulance trips are now for peopie who need transportation from their 
homes to a hospital for tests or treatments, and many often have to wait for their rides 
while ambulance crews respond to real emergencies. In the last year, the Central West 
Emergency Health Services Planning Committee reviewed the elective patient transfer 
system and recommended ways to improve service and reduce delays and waiting times. 


As we implement the CHCP, develop more integrated health systems and focus more on 
regional planning, we will improve our ability to anticipate needs, and to adapt and adjust 
services to provide better care. 


Finally, a word of thanks to the DHC volunteers. During 1996/97, about 400 people from 
the community served as Council members, committee members, on task forces and in 
working groups. On behalf of the community, I would like to thank all of you for your 
commitment, skills, insights and contributions. Thanks, too, to my colleagues in the of- 
fice who have supported me in my role as Acting Executive Director and helped make 
my job manageable. Special thanks to Pat Mandy for her guidance and support.

Highlights 1996/97 


Looking to the Future: 
Integrated Health Systems 


In an integrated health system (IHS), family physicians, community health services, long 
term care services, hospitals and other health care providers work together to provide 
health services for a group of people. They share the funding or resources, and use them 
to provide appropriate services, shaping them to meet patients’ needs. For example, if an 
integrated health system had a large number of elderly people, it would invest more re- 
sources in services for the elderly (e.g., home care, transportation, meal services.) If the 
IHS served more young families, it would develop the right services to meet their health 
needs. An IHS emphasizes accountability, illness prevention and health promotion, and 
community based care. In an integrated system, health care providers must work together 
to determine common goals and to meet the community’s health needs. 


Moving to an IHS will mean some fundamental changes in how health services are organ- 

ized, funded and delivered. The Ministry of Health is developing a framework to guide 

IHS development across the province. In 1996/97, the HWDHC formed the Integrated 

Health Systems Working Group (IHS WG) to help prepare the community for the coming 

change. Its goal is to improve the community’s understanding of IHSs, develop principles 

for an IHS and prepare a community action plan to support the development of an IHS. 

The IHSWG has used several strategies to gather information, including: 

e ongoing review of the literature and evolving provincial policy for the IHS 

e one-to-one meetings with key stakeholders 

e group meetings with a number of stakeholders including the Academy of Medicine, 
the Joint Liaison Committee, and Standing Committees of Council, among others 

e asurvey of a broad range of community players on the elements of the IHS 

e participation in province-wide focus groups to help the Ministry of Health develop the 
IHS policy framework. 


This process has given Council a better understanding of the community’s commitment 
to an IHS and the range of perspectives on the structure of integrated health systems (e.g., 
governance, funding, scope of services and management). The Working Group was also 
able to identify opportunities for a successful transition to an IHS as well as potential 
leaders. 


Council learned that it can best help the community prepare for change by focusing on 
some of the key functions of an integrated health system, including information net- 
works, effective care practices, case management protocols and primary care initiatives 
(e.g., 24 hour on-call service, collaborative planning and outcomes assessment). Council 
will continue to nurture the IHS concept and help the community prepare for change. 
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Building on Our Strengths: 
Primary Care 


Hamilton-Wentworth is well served by a mix of primary care professionals, primary 
health care organizations, and community based health services. Most people have a 
strong relationship with a primary care provider, and prefer to get their care and most of 
their health information from that 
person or organization. However,

have to focus on the shift from institution to community and family practice care, dissemi- 
nate information about these changes, and develop policy to respond to these changes. 
Primary care providers will play a key role in: 
e promoting health and well-being, preventing disease, maximizing health outcomes and 
reducing the need for hospitalization 
e providing primary care and treatment services 
meeting patients’ needs for pre- and post-hospital care. 


Given its vital role, the primary care sector should be a major participant in the process of 
developing integrated health systems that provide seamless patient centred care. Stronger 
links among family doctors and among the different primary care disciplines will help ad- 
dress the health needs of the population. 


Council will continue to work with primary care providers, including public health, the 
Faculty of Health Sciences, Family Medicine, and community and family practitioners, to 
advocate for primary care, share information, promote linkages among the various disci- 
plines, and identify and resolve any service gaps. This initiative, which is consistent with 
Council’s commitment to make primary care the cornerstone of integrated health sys- 
tems, will help ensure stronger, more effective and more co-ordinated primary care. 
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Safeguarding the Health of the Next Generation: 
Children’s Services 


Children are our future, and our community is intensely interested in improving their 
health and well-being. The responsibility for children’s services is shared among among 
many different organizations, government ministries, and municipal governments. Par- 
ents and the health, community and social services, recreation, and education sectors are 
all involved in children’s care. 


To provide a healthy physical, social and economic environment that will support healthy 
child development, all those involved in children’s services must work together. 


In 1996/97, the HWDHC participated in the Children’s Vision Group, a community-wide 
effort to assess the health and well-being of Hamilton-Wentworth’s children as well as de- 
velop and co-ordinate services to meet children’s broad health needs. The HWDHC also 
provided administrative and research assistance for the group. 


Together the group developed the Hamilton-Wentworth Profile on Children and Youth, a 
“report card” on child health in Hamilton-Wentworth. Using health indicators, such as ju- 
venile library use, the proportion of low birth weight babies, adolescent participation in 
physical activities, the number of children in families on social assistance, the number of 
children in protective care and the rate of youth volunteerism, planners will be able to as- 
sess children’s health and whether it is improving improving or getting worse over time. 


This vital information will be used to develop services that can improve the health and 
well-being of Hamilton-Wentworth’s children and youth. For example, if the report card 
shows that children are becoming significantly less active physically, the community can 
put more effort into encouraging physical activity. If more children are growing up in 
poverty, the community can do more to deal with problems of employment and income. 
The report card will also provide a way to assess the effectiveness of children’s services. 
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Doing More than Treat Illness: 
Health Promotion 


In its Comprehensive Health Care Plan (CHCP), Hamilton-Wentworth made a commit- 
ment to develop a health system that not only treats illness, but helps people to maintain 
or improve their health. With the CHCP, health promotion has become an integral part of 
all the HWDHC’s work. 


The community’s health depends on many factors, including employment, housing, edu- 
cation, the physical environment, and access to health and social services. To integrate 
health promotion concepts into planning initiatives, the HWDHC will have to build 
strong links with schools, social services, workplaces, urban planners, income support 
programs and other organizations whose work has an impact on our health. 


In 1995/96, the Health Promotion Committee, made up of representatives from a range of 
community organizations, prepared a plan for health promotion in Hamilton- Wentworth. 
According to their research, the burden of illness is not distributed equally across all in 
our community, but falls more heavily on those with low incomes and socio-economic 
status. The plan identified poverty as a key health issue, and recommended that the com- 
munity work to develop programs and initiatives, based on the principles of empower- 
ment and choice, which would enable people living in poverty to lead healthier lives. 


Prior to 1996, when the Ministry of Health administered a health promotion grants pro- 
gram, the HWDHC would review all proposals from its area for their ability to enable 
people, strengthen community action and build capacity. Now that those funds are no 
longer available, the community must look for new opportunities to educate the commu- 
nity about health promotion. To assist in this process, the Health Promotion Committee 1s 
preparing a report that will help Council and the community integrate health promotion 
into all aspects of health planning and services. 
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Building a Caring Community: 
The Multi-Year Plan for Long-Term Care Services 


In the next five to 10 years, the percentage of people over 65 and the number of frail eld- 
erly will increase dramatically in Hamilton-Wentworth. As people age, they are more 
likely to become ill or need some form of ongoing, long-term care. Thanks to advances in 
medical technology, we are also seeing a marked increase in the number of people who 
survive traumatic injuries, congenital defects and life threatening diseases. Many may 
have some form of disability and need ongoing care. 


While the need for long-term care is increasing, hospital restructuring and other health 
service reforms are changing the way people will receive that care. With shorter lengths 
of hospital stay and more out-patient treatment or surgeries, more people will receive 
care in their homes or in other community facilities. A growing number of people also 
prefer to get their care at home or in their community so they can remain independent as 
long as possible. These changes are putting intense pressure on family, friends and other 
informal caregivers, as well as on health, social, transportation and housing services. 


The Ministry of Health asked DHCs to respond to the changes in long-term care by devel- 
oping a local consumer-centred planning process. The HWDHC Long-Term Care (LTC) 
Committee is comprised of service providers, consumers and interested citizens. To de- 
velop a plan for long-term care services in the region, the committee used information 
gathered through recent consultations to develop two reports: Long-term Care Annual 
District Service Plan 1997-1998 and a five-year strategic plan for LTC entitled Multi- 
Year Plan for Long-Term Care Services In Hamilton-Wentworth. 


The multi-year plan (MYP) is a “living” document that will be adapted based on evalu- 
ation outcomes, changes in policy, funding and regulation, and changes in the commu- 
nity’s understanding of needs. The plan’s 65 recommendations were guided by the belief 
that an integrated health care system will make more effective and efficient use of re- 
sources, and be better able to plan, co-ordinate and deliver services. The MYP: 

* proposes a comprehensive, co-ordinated range of services to support independent liv- 
ing including attendant care, homemaking, meal services, grocery shopping, rehabilita- 
tion, home adaptation, transportation, and palliative care 

* recognizes that the LTC system influences and is influenced by the broader social, eco- 
nomic and political environment (e.g., urban/rural development, environmental health, 
and citizen safety) and makes a number of recommendations for change in the commu- 
nity, such as improved physical accessibility, safety and security, a healthy environ- 
ment, enhanced information systems, and adequate human resources 

e highlights the need for integrated, affordable, and accessible housing for adults with 
disabilities, seniors and children with disabilities 

e acknowledges the significant role that informal caregivers (i.e., spouses, families, 
friends) play in providing long-term care, and recommends they receive ongoing sup- 
port, education, training, and financial resources. 


The HWDHC is now developing strategies to communicate and evaluate the MYP recom- 
mendations. The process is designed to encourage provider agencies to implement the 
plan, assess changing needs, and develop mechanisms that will ensure greater account- 
ability.

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Promoting Shared Care: 
Mental Health System Design 


The reforms now underway in the mental health system are designed to help more people 
with mental illness manage well in their communities and avoid hospitalization. It is pos- 
sible for many people with mental health problems to manage their illness, play a more 
active role in their own care and enjoy better quality of life as long as they can get a 
range of appropriate services and supports, such as crisis management, housing, peer sup- 
port, opportunities to study or work, and support for their family members, when they 
need them. 


To provide timely access to mental health services and to ensure that consumers are able 
to move easily from one service to another, the HWDHC Mental Health Committee de- 
veloped the Mental Health System Design. The committee, which includes community 
and institutional providers, consumers and their families, proposes a “shared care” ap- 
proach to mental health, in which psychiatrists act as consultants to physicians and men- 
tal health and community providers, who would then provide the direct care to people 
with mental health problems. Through this redesign, the entire health care system would 
be better able to support people with mental illness. 


The system design also recommends: 

e a 24-hour action line that people with mental health problems or their families can call 
anytime 

© crisis, case management and peer support services available 24 hours a day 

e an assertive outreach team that will seek out people who need mental health services 
(e.g., homeless people) 

e acommon process for assessing people and referring them to services 

e adirectory of mental health services and supports so physicians and others can refer 
people more appropriately 

e a public education program about mental illness, the mental health system and the serv- 
ices and supports available 

e more housing choices for people with mental illness, including special housing for ado- 
lescents with mental health problems and programs and facilities for elderly people 
with psychiatric problems 

e more vocational opportunities for people living with mental illness 

e more self-help, family and peer support initiatives 

e strategies for improving efficiency through coordination, common protocols, and serv- 
ice agreements. 


The next step is to refine the proposed mental health system design through local and 
Central West planning processes.

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Supporting a Community Initiative to Improve Care: 


Addictions Services 


In 1993, in response to the need for 
outpatient addictions services iden- 
tified by the HWDHC, a group of 
addictions services, other agencies 
and consumers organized to de- 
velop a proposal for these services. 
In the process, they learned the 
benefits of communication and a 
strong working relationship and, in 
November 1995, the group added 
some members and formally estab- 
lished itself as the Addiction Serv- 
ices Group (ASG). Its next task 


District health councils are responsible for health 
planning, but they do not organize or lead all planning 
efforts. Many planning initiatives are led by people 
and organizations in the community who are able to 
plan and to implement changes. The HWDHC’s goal 


is to support and encourage these efforts. Here is one 
example of successful community collaboration. The 
HWDHC provides planning expertise as well as some 
logistical and secretarial support, but the impetus and 
focus come from the community. 


was to prepare a presentation on addictions services for the HWDHC Comprehensive 


Health Care Plan. 


Then, the ASG began to look at redesigning or restructuring the substance use service sys- 
tem. Members looked for ways to pool their resources, fill gaps, streamline services and 
provide better care in the community. Since then, the addiction services system has 
worked toward organizing and delivering service through three service clusters: residen- 
tial services for men, residential services for women and outpatient services. The ASG is 
working on a universal screening process, a 24-hour hot-line number for people with sub- 
stance abuse problems, system wide case management, standardized processes and sys- 
tem-wide accountability. The ASG is also focusing on community priorities such as 


housing and shared support systems. 


During 1996, the Ontario Substance Abuse Bureau of the Ministry of Health launched its 
Addictions Programs Rationalization Project. However, the ASG had already been ac- 
tively addressing opportunities to rationalize addiction service planning and delivery. As 
Hamilton-Wentworth moves to a more integrated health system, the addictions sector 
will be in strong position to work as an organized entity with the rest of the system. 


The success of this group is due to the fact that it is community centred and community 
driven. The impetus came from the organizations themselves, who saw the potential bene- 
fit of working together. The process has been inclusive and proactive. It provides a way 
for all agencies in the field, regardless of size, to be heard and to have an impact. Sub- 
stance abuse and treatment issues have gained a higher profile in the community. By 
working together, members of the ASG have strengthened services and brought more at- 


tention to the field.

tario. Its goal was to “ensure that 
every child who has a speech and language problem is assessed and appropriately treated 
before entering school. Early intervention is critical to ensure that children are ready to 
benefit from schooling and to lessen the need for more costly remedial services later.” 


Preschool speech and language services are funded by three government ministries: 
Health, Community and Social Services (MCSS) and Education and Training (MET). 
The Ministry of Health asked DHCs to organize, in collaboration with the MCSS area of- 
fices and the school boards, a community-based process to plan effective preschool 
speech and language systems, which would include the following components: 

early identification 

simplified access 

common intake 

common protocol/format for assessments 

a range of interventions 

co-ordinated transition planning 

parent support and education services 

public awareness/education. 


Since January 1997, Hamilton-Wentworth’s Speech and Language Planning Group has 
worked hard to assess the projected need for preschool speech and language services and 
to develop a district plan for a creative, co-ordinated, collaborative, integrated, cost-effec- 
tive and accountable preschool speech and language system. The Group is also in the 
process of establishing a Preschool Speech and Language Services System Committee, 
identifying a lead agency to administer the system and a list of priorities in the district 
plan that cannot be met within the community and require more funding. 


To develop its system design and funding enhancement submission, the Speech and Lan- 
guage Planning Group consulted with speech and language service providers in the pub- 

licly funded system, as well as some private practitioners. The group also consulted with 
parent advocacy groups and talked to parents of children with speech and language disor- 
ders about how the system works to address their children’s needs. 


In developing the district plan, the group learned that more effective preschool services 
could be created by focusing on the whole child. Speech and language needs should be 
addressed along with any other needs the child may have. An integrated and holistic ap- 
proach to speech and language services requires new ways of funding and organizing pre- 
school services.
